Sec. 7. For the purpose of carrying inte effect the pro-
visions of this act, the sum of two thousand and five hun-
dred dollars is hereby annually appropriated, to be drawn

uarterly, for the term of four years, to be expended under

e direction of the governor. The salaries of the said
state geologist and his assistant, shall pot however, com-
mence until they have respectively entered upon the exe-
cution of their duties: and upon the completion of said
survey, and of the duties connected therewith, the same
shall wholly cease and determine.

Sec. 8. This act shall be printed immediately after
}he passage thereof, and when so printed shall be in full

orce.

the documentary history of Wisconsin. ‘

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.
